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MARKET  REVIEW 

Deliveries  for  U.  S.  consumption  as  reported  for  January- July  1966 
totaled  5,281,000  tons  or  258,000  tons  above  the  total  to  the  same  date 
last  year,  the  highest  of  record  for  that  period.  Most  of  the  increase 
was  in  deliveries  by  cane  sugar  refiners  although  beet  sugar  deliveries 
also  exceeded  deliveries  through  July  1965. 

Physical  deliveries  ,  including  constructive  deliveries,  during  the  first 
seven  months  of  1966  totaled  5,858,000  tons  as  compared  to  5,580,000 
tons  for  the  same  period  last  year,  an  increase  of  278,000  tons.  Not 
all  of  this  represents  increased  consumption.  Inventories  in  the  hands 
of  users  are  believed  to  have  been  drawn  down  by  as  much  as  145,000 
tons  in  the  first  seven  months  of  1965  and  to  have  been  augmented  by  as 
much  as  40,000  tons  during  that  period  this  year.  Nevertheless,  it 
would  appear  that  consumption  in  the  first  seven  months  substantially 
exceeded  the  year-ago  level. 

With  beet  sugar  production  from  the  196  5  crop  of  2,820,000  tons,  or 
54,000  tons  less  than  previous  estimates,  the  effective  inventory  at  the 
beginning  of  1966  totaled  2 ,  539  ,  000  tons  or  205,000  tons  less  than  at  the 
beginning  of  1965.  The  effective  inventory  at  the  beginning  of  1967  may 
be  down  another  200,000  tons  based  on  ;  the  current  estimate  of 
2,825,000  tons  of  sugar  from  the  1966  crop.  The  2,340,000  tons  of  old 
crop  sugar  carryover  into  1967  would  be  sufficient  to  cover  normal  beet 
sugar  deliveries  during  January-September  of  that  year.  If  1967  crop 
year  production  should  be  less  than  the  3,025,000  tons  statutory  beet 
sugar  quota  it  would  restrict  January-September  1968  marketings  and 
necessitate  heavy  marketings  of  new  crop  sugar  during  the  fourth  quarter 
of  that  year  to  fill  the  quota. 

Wholesale  refined  sugar  prices  in  100  pound  bags  as  of  August  12  were 
as  follows:  Refined  cane  sugar  in  the  Northeast  10.35  cents  per  pound, 
in  the  Southeast  and  Gulf  9.95  cents  per  pound.  In  the  Chicago-West 
territory  the  refined  cane  sugar  quotation  was  9.90  cents  and  the  beet 
sugar  quotation  was  9.70  cents.  However,  both  cane  and  beet  sugar  for 
indus  trial  use  in  this  territory  is  being  sold  0.35  cent  below  those  prices 
through  September  30  .  A  0  .  10  cent  allowance  is  applicable  in  the  direct- 
shipment  allowance  zone. 
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The  quotation  for  both  refined  cane  and  beet  sugar  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
is  9.70  cents  per  pound  but  the  day-to-day  price  continues  at  9  . 40  cents  . 

The  spot  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar  at  New  York  duty  paid  basis  was 
7.00  cents  per  pound  for  all  except  the  first  two  trading  days  in  July  and 
remained  at  that  level  until  August  9  when  it  was  increased  to  7.05  cents 
and  was  still  at  that  level  as  of  August  12. 

For  the  period  January  1  through  August  12,  1966  the  spot  price  for  raw 
sugar  has  averaged  6.92  cents  per  pound  or  0.19  cent  above  the  1965 
average  for  the  same  period.  The  wholesale  refined  cane  sugar  price  in 
the  Northeast  for  the  same  pe  riod  in  1966  averaged  10  .  29  cents  per  pound 
or  0.12  cent  above  the  comparable  196  5  average. 

The  spot  price  for  world  has  been  at  1.75  cents  per  pound  from  July  26 
through  August  12,  1966.  The  average  for  July  was  1.78  cents  and  the 
average  for  1966  through  August  12  was  2.06  cents  per  pound  or  0.19 
cent  less  than  during  the  comparable  period  last  year. 

The  Department's  August  Crop  Production  Report  showed  no  change  in 
estimates  of  sugar  cane  production  and  only  a  slight  decrease  in  sugar 
beet  production  from  that  of  the  July  Report. 

Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  from  this  year's  crop  has  been  completed 
and  totaled  approximately  883,000  short  tons,  raw  value.  While  this  is 
14,000  tons  less  than  last  year's  production  it  exceeded  previous  esti- 
mates made  as  the  crop  neared  completion.  Then,  it  was  feared  that 
considerable  cane  would  not  be  harvested  because  of  low  recovery 
and  shortage  of  labor.  About  658,000  tons  or  7  .  5  percent  more  sugar- 
cane were  ground  from  this  year's  crop  than  during  the  previous  year 
but  sugar  recovery  was  only  9 .  228  percent  as  compared  to  10.068 
percent  last  year,  an  8 .  3  percent  reduction  in  the  rate  of  recovery. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  through  July  1966  totaled  810,000  tons  or 
70,000  tons  above  last  year's  production  at  the  same  time.

Date  announced  Nature  of  action 

July  19,  Announced  that  an  amendment  to  Sugar  Regulation 

1966  817  containing  supplemental  procedures  applicable 

to  the  importation  of  s  ugar -containing  pr  oducts  will 
be  published  in  the  Federal  Register  July  20. 

The  amendment  provides  the  procedure  for  estab- 
lishing eligibility  of  applications  to  import  prod- 
ucts, and  establishes  priorities  between  individual 
applications.  It  also  provides  that  importers  of 
products  subject  to  limitations  keep  records  of 
importations  and  make  such  records  available  to 
the  Department  when  requested  by  an  authorized 
employee.  (See  July  20,  1966  Federal  Register). 


July  22,  Announced  revised  proc es sor  allotments  of  the  1966 

1966  sugar    quota  for    the  Mainland  Cane  Sugar  Area. 

These    allotments  totaling    1,100,000  short  tons, 
raw  value,     replace  the  previously  established  al- 
lotments of  1  ,  045  ,  000  tons  which  have  been  in  effect 
since  April  8  (press  release  USDA  1078-66). 

Allotments  announced  today  reflect  the  total  sugar 
quota  established  for  the  area  and  the  use  of  final 
production,  marketing,  and  inventory  data  in  the 
allotment  formula.  (See  July  27,  1966  Federal 

Register). 
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Date  announced  Nature  of  action 

August  8,  Announced  revised  proces  sor  allotments  increasing 

1966  the  permitted  entries  of  Puerto  Rican   sugar  into 

the  continental  United  States  for  direct  consump- 
tion . 

The  revised  allotments  totaling  153  ,  375  short  tons, 
raw  value,  reflect  the  direct-consumption  limit 
established  when  total  sugar  requirements  for  U.S. 
consumption  were  increased  to  10,225,000  tons. 
(Press  Release  USDA  2234-66). 

This  action  increases  allotments  3,375  tons  above 
those  previously  established  (Press  Release  USDA 
1371-66).  (See  August  11,  1966  Federal -Register) . 


T able  comparing  sugar  and  corn  sweetener  prices  resumed 

This  issue  of  Sugar  Reports  resumes  publication  of  the  table  comparing 
the  wholesale  price  quotations  for  sugar  with  those  of  dextrose  and  corn 
sirup.  Publication  of  the  quotations  for  dextrose  and  corn  sirup  was  dis- 
continued after  the  March  1966  issue  to  permit  time  for  the  revision  of 
these  data.  Prices  for  dextrose  were  quoted  on  the  basis  of  less  than 
carlots,  at  works,  per  hundredweight,  while  for  corn  sirup  they  were 
for  less  than  carlots,  in  drums,  per  hundredweight. 

This  issue  revises  the  monthly  average  price  quotations  for  these  com- 
modities back  to  April  1964,  the  earliest  date  for  which  price  quotations 
on  the  revised  basis  are  available.  The  new  series,  beginning  in  April 
1964,  quotes  the  price  for  dextrose  per  hundredweight  in  600  bag  car- 
lots,  f.o.b.  New  York.  The  quotations  for  corn  sirup  are  per  hundred- 
weight in  tank  cars  ,  f.o.b.  New  York.

1.  July  1966  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption 
1,024,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  about  57,000  tons 
from  June  1966  and  up  74»000  tons  from  July  1965.  January-July  1966 
deliveries  5,  821 ,  413  short  tons  ,  raw  value  ,  up  258,000  tons  from 
January-July  1965.  Final  data  for  June  1966  deliveries  967,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  -  previously  published  preliminary  as  957,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  July  30,  1966  were  1,687,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  242,000  tons  from  a  year  ago,  and 
down  296,000  tons  from  June  30,  1966.  During  July  refiners'  stocks  in- 
creased about  7,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased  267,000 
tons,  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  decreased  by  38,000  tons  and 
importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  increased  about  2,000 
tons  . 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  July  31,  1966  were  6,199,798  short 
tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  4,025,202  tons  to  be  supplied 
within  the  10,225,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally,  January-June  deliveries,  1966  as  compared  to  1965  -were 
up  in  all  of  the  5  regions:  the  increases—West  5.9  percent,  New  England 
5.5  percent,  Middle  Atlantic  5.0  percent,  South  4.8  percent,  and  North 
Central  1.7  percent. 


5.  June  1966  distribution  of  corn  sweeteners  by  corn  refiners  -  the 
equivalent  of  154,000  short  tons,  raw,  value,  up  15,000  tons  from  May
